cannot understand why you did not consummate the. 
foregoing arrangement, seeing that you took the liberty of — 
printing my name on the letter-heads of the "Conferences for 
Biblical Testimony" as Treasurer, for though the books were — 
purchased, nothing has been written on their pages, and no

I do not suggest that in sending out this notepaper 
bearing my name as Treasurer, that you did so with the inten- 
tion of misleading Bible Teachers; nevertheless, the fact re- 
mains that they were misled; for as you are aware, I was not 
allowed to assume even the ordinary duties of treasurer, True, 
during the month of last September, and that month only, we 
together counted the money collected at the services during. 
this campaign, which amownted to approximately $4,000; and 
that together we deposited this money at the bank in our joint : 
account. Then at your request I signed scores of blank checks, | 
but I was not told what portion of this money was given to the 
Bible teacher, nor how it was disbursed to meet current expens- —

Ags to the many campaigns conducted during subsequent 
months, I know nothing as treasurer. I have not received, count- 
ed, handled, deposited, nor paid any Bible Conference money since 
the end of September. The only thing I know is that according :

overdrawn. car 


T need not remind you that I gladly took on the work 
with all that it involved, without any thought or mention of 
any remuneration; my only desire being to help in some little 
way the great work done by the Bible Conferences. To me person- 
ally it mattered but little that I was kept uninformed as to the | 
income and expenditure in connection with the campaigns for my 
trust in you was complete. It matters mich, however, that visit- 
ing Bible teachers believe me to be responsible for a work that > 
was never given into my hands, and that they are still under the 
false impression that the “Conferences for Biblical Testimony” — 
is more than a onesman concern. . , 


Realizing how mech you have at stake in connection with 
your work, both the "Conferences of Biblical Testimony” and the 
Prophetic Testimony", although I care not to interfere in your 

affairs, it seems to me to be a dangerous thing to attempt, as 
you do, to arrange such conferences on your own responsibility 
and without any voluntary committee of christian men, to consul 
end help.

Now, as I lay iia the work which under haveing cir- 
cumstances I would have gladly continued, you will permit me 
to say how glad I am that you have been instrumental in bring-.

I believe that Conferences for Biblical Testimony 
should be continued, and I only regret that your methods make 
it impossible for me to take further part in a work which, 
under proper management, would be a power tus, means of Reig wands 
ing the Kingdom of God.
